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1, Don Jyan's representative in Spain is Conde Francisco Fontenar. He was one 
of the editors of the go-called Bases of Estoril promulgated lust July and 
later published by the foreign press. Other editors were Eugenio Vegas 
latapie, Ignacio pales ae » Suez Rodri,ues, Gil Robles, and Luis Garcie 
de la Rasilla. 


2. The Bases were not published and distributed in Spain because in the 
judgment of monarchist advisors it would have been umrise et that tine to 
distribute olandestinely in Spain a monarchist dooument of anti-democratic 
tendency. Expediency counselled awaiting the secure installation of the 
monerohy before exposing the real desires and plans of the monarchistes.. 


8 Jose Larres, former Minister of Finance, is one of the most intimate and 
conapioucvs collaborators in the monarchist cause and it is highly improbeble 
that he will be lured by Franco into accepting any of the latter's offers 
of posts in the Pranco government. Another of the most sotive members of 
the monarchist camp is Joaquin Satrustegui, brother of Ignacio. 


4. The most cutstending Jesuits on the side of the monarchists are Pudre 
Brrandones., Padre Eustaquio Guerrero Lopes and Padre Peirc. 


5. The nonarchist plen of disentailing the property of the Church is one of 
those they are most; interested in keeping in their plans of government. 


6: The aspirations of Jimenez Fernandes aro most impractical. Wo Catholic 
action is possible outside of the frankly monarchist camp.
